E who profeſs the Catholic Faith and Re- 
ligion in the Church of England, do not 
agree with the Roman Catholic ks in any thing 
v hereunto they now Endeavour to convert us. But 
we totally diſſent from them (as they do from the 
ancient Catholick Church) in theſe Points. 
I That the Church of Rome is the Mother and 
Mu kreis of all other Churches in the World. 

2 That the Pope of Rome is the Vicar- General 

of Chriſt: or that he hath an Univerſal Juriſdiction 
over all Chriſtians that ſhall be ſaved. 

3 That either the Synod of Trent was a Ge- 
zcral Council; or that all the Canons thereof are 
to be received as Matters of Catholick Faith under 
pain ct Damnation. 

4 Tat Chrift hath inſtituted ſeven true and 
proper Sacraments in the New Teſtament, neither 
more nor lets, all conterring Grace, and all necel- 
lary to Salvation. | 

That the Pricſts offer up our Saviour in the 

Mais, as a real, proper, and prop e Sacrifice 
jo: tne quick and the dead; and that whoſoever 
believes it not, is eternally damned. 

6 That in the Sacrament of the Euchariſt the 
whole ſubſtance of Bread is converted into the 
ſubſtance ot Chriſt's Body, and the whole 3 

of Wine into his Blood, fo truly and properly, as 
hat after Conſecration there is neither any Bread 
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nor Wine remaining there, which they call Tran- 


ſubſtantiation, and impoſe upon all Perſons under 
pain of Damnation to be believed. |

8 That there is a Purgatory aiter this Life, 


wherein the Sculs of the dead are puniſhed, an |} 
from whence they are fetched out by the Prayers | 


and Offerings of the Living: And that there is 20 
Salvation poſſibly to be had by any that will not 
believe as much. 

That all the old Saints departed, and all the! 


dead Men and Women, whom the Pope hati 0 


late canonized for S Fnts, or ſhall hereafter do 0 
whoſoever they be, are and ought to-be invocaredt 
y the Religious 8 and Devotions of all Per 
ons; and that they who do not believe this as au 
Article of their Catholick Faith, cannot be ſaved. 
10 That the Reliques of all theſe true or repu- 
ted Saints ought to be religiouſly worſhiped ; and 


that whats holdeth the Contrary, 5 damned.

All which, in their ſeveral reſpects, we hold 
iome to be pernicious, ſome unneceffary, mary 
falie, many abſurd, and none of them to be 
impoſed upon hy Church or any Chriſtian, as 
the Roman Catholieks do upon all Chriſtians and 
all Churches whattoever, for matters neediul to be 
PIR tor eteinal Salyation. 


OUR AGREEMENTS. 


F the Roman Catholicks would make the Eſ- 

ſence of their Church (as we do ours) to con- 

ſiſt in theſe following points, we are at accord with 
them, in the reception and believing ot: 

1 All the Two and Twenty Canonical Books 
of the Old Teſtament and the Twenty Seven of the 
| New, as the only Foundation and perfect Rule of 
Our Faith. 
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Athanaſius, all which are clearly deduced out of 
the Scriptures. 

All the Decrees of Faith and Doctrine ſet 
forth as well in the firſt four General Councils, as 
in all other Councils, which thoſe firſt four ap- 
proved and confir med, and in the 5th and 6th Ge. 
neral Councils beſides (than which we find no mote 
to be General) and in all the following Councils 
that be thereunto azreeable; and in all the Ana- 
themas or Condemnations given out by thoſe Coun- 
Cils againſt Hereticks, for the defence of the Ca- 
tholick Faith. 

4 The unanimous and general Conſent of the 
Ancient Catholicx Fathers, and the Univerſal 
Church of Chrilt in the Interpretation ot the 


Holy Scriptures, and the Collection of all n-ce{- | 
fary matters of Faith fron them during the fuſt 
Six Hundred Years and dowawards to our own | 


Days. 

5 In acknowledgment of the Biſon of Rome, 
if he would rule and be ruled by the ancient Canont 
of the Church, to be the Patriarch of the Weſt, 
by right of Eccleſiaſtical and Imperia! Conſtitution, 


in (uch places where the Kings and Governors of 


thoie places had received him, and found it behog- 


ful for them to make uſe of his Juriſdiction, with- 


out any neceſſary dependenee upon him by divine 


Right. 


2 All the Apoſtolical and Ancient Creeds, eſpe- 
cially thoſe which are commonly called the Apollel | 
Creed, the Nicene Creed, and the Creed 'of St. 
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5 In the reception and uſe of the two bleſſed 
Pacraments, by our Saviour; in the confirmation of 
noſe Perſons that are to be ſtrengtbened in their 
hriſtian Faith, by Prayer and Impoſition of Hands, 
ccording to the examples of the holy Apoſtles and 
{MW:cicnt Biſhops of the Catholick Church ; in the 
az ublic and folemn Benediction of Perſons that 
p- Frs to be joined together in holy Matrimony ; in 
»biic or private abſolution of penitent Sinners; 
n the conſecrating of Biſhops, and the ordaining of 
Prieſts and Deacons for the Service of God in his 
hurch by a lawful Succeſſion; and in viſiting the 
ick, by praying for them, and adminiſtering the 
Pieled Sacrament to them, together with a final 
abſolution of them from their repented Sins. 
| 7 In commemorating at the Euchariſt the Sa- 
crifice of Chriſt's Body and Blood once truly 
oftered for us. 

8 In acknowledging his ſacramental, firitual, 
true, and real Preſence there to the Souls of all 
them that come faithfully and devoutly to receive 
him according to his own Laſtutution 1 in that holy 
Sacrament, 

g In giving thanks to God for them that are 
departed out of this Life in the true Faith of 
Chriſt's Catholick Church, and in praying to God 
that they may have a joyful Reſurrectioa and a 
perfect Conſummation of Bliſs, both in their 
Bodies and Souls in his Eternal Kingdom of Glory. 

10 In the hiſtorical and moderate Uſe of pain- 
ted and true Stories, either for Memory or Orna-

ment, where there is no danger to have them abuled| 
or worſhiped with religious Honour. 


11 In the Uſe of Indulgencies, or abating the! 
rigour ot the Canons impoſed upon Offenders ac- 
cording to their Repentance, and their want ot 
ability to undergo them. . 

12 In the Adminiſtration of the two Sacraments 
and other Rites of the Church with Ceremonies of 
Decency and Order, according to the Precept of 
the Apoſtle and the free practice of the Ancient 
1 : 1 
In obſerving ſuch Holydays and Times of 
Fattho. as were in uſe in the tirſt Ages of tne 
Church, or afterwards received upon juſt Grounds i 
by public and Jaivtul Authority. 1 

14 Finally, in the reception of ail Eccleſiaſtical 
Conſtitutions and Canons made for the ordering 
of our Church, or others, which are not repugnant 
either to the Word of God, or the power of Kings, 
or the Laws eſtabliſhed by right Authority in any i 
Nation, 3 
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
